GALVESTON, Tex., Sept. 11, via. Houston, Tex.—Galveston is bathed {a 
sunshine. The air is a liquor that, as we breathe it in long inhalations, intoxi- 
and uplifts. The gulf is a sparkling plain, the sky smiles; Paradise seems 
near. It is such a day as followed the St. Louis tornado, golden and glorious 
ntaure’s compensation after days and nights of terror. 
The faces of living men and women are ghastly as the corpses that line the 


cates 


| beach. sodden as the dead who ride on the surf and find lodging along the shelv- 


sand of the beach. 
The living are marked and scarred by their struggle against a force which, 
blowing out of the darkness, swept down buildings as a child’s wanton hand ovef= 
throws its playhouses of card or dirt. The living will never forget and the strong- 
est speak of the hurricane with tremble of fips and tears which will not be re- 
pressed. 

For 24 hours the wind blew, a gale at 2 a. m. Saturday, a hurricane at 3 a. m, 
Nothing made by man could measure the yes that piled up the flood of the gulf, 
turned the gulf stream back of its course and poured a Niagara of black, solid, 
resistless and rebellious water upon the Texas»coast. 

Here a wind gauge whirled in the wind with steadily increasing speed, 40 
miles an hour it measured the velocity at 2 a. m. and the timid sought shelter and 
prayed. The strong smiled, for, though they had been warned of the approaching 
storm’s marvelous energy, they were coast bred and remembered other blows. 

At 3a. m. the gauge was whirling and recording at a speed of 84 miles an 
hour. The speed had grown steadily and the waters were Spreading over every 
foot of the 30-mile long sandbar on which Galveston is built, 


TOYED WITH GREAT 

BLOCKS OF GRANITE. 

The wind increased in power, and the gauge, snapping its wings, sailed miles 
away, borne by that immeasurable power which toppled the stones of buildings 
that had been tennoned deep in the sand. Millions of dollars and .years of labor 
had made the buildings strong. The wind played with them and tossed blocks of 
granite as it had snapped the long steel stem of the gauge. 

The water, backed from its accustomed flow, roared through the streets of 
the beautiful city, washing the sand from foundations, tearing out pavement curbs 
and floating the pavements of streets and walks as battering rams against struc- 
tures that resisted overthrow, yet tottered. 

Within those buildings on the Gulf front on the east and west of the island 
men and women frantically prayed and dreamed plans for safety. Their houses 
might fall, but where could they go through the black night, through the. unknown 
depths of the rivers they had called streets? Some fleeing from the inevitable 
collapse of houses sought, through what they did not know, some place where 
they might live and died. 

Many of the homes were of Wood—-set, high above the sand on pillars—for thie 
wind has many a time blown the Gulf waters across low places. The pillars re- 
sisted the washing out of their foundations, the incessant rocking of the buildings 
that presented a sail’s breadth to the wind blowing a hundred miles an hour, and 
the beat of the waves that, mounting a man’s height above the roofs, fell with 
crushing force upon the shingles. But they were builded upon the sand and they 
fell. The structures collapsing and disintegrating were borne on by the wind to 
ram the stronger buildings, while men, women and children fell into the sweeping 
water, shrieking, but unheard, and died. 

Many houses were of stone and brick, but they, too, rested on an island sand 
from surface to the bottom of the deepest artesian well, an island known to be 
built of logs, shells and alluvium washed down by the Brazos river from the plains 
above. And those houses met the fate of the cottages. Even hospitals and asy- 
lums and churches, built in God's name by devoted men and women, blessed by 
God's priests in the hope of great good to suffering men, fell, carrying down into

Rain poured down upon the wreckage, loosening unprotected parts of homes 
that had held together against wind and indriven floods of the sea. No gauge 
could measure the rain. It choked men who, sheltered from the wind and raised 
above the gulf water, kept foothold on narrow ledges and prayed that the day 
might find them still alive. 


FEROCIOUS GRIP 
OF THE HURRICANE. 


Iron tracks, spiked to ties buried in ballast, rose on the flood light as feath- 
ers, and fell a hundred feet away, twisted as only Nature’s force, awake, can 
twist. All the powers man commands could not have made such fan- 
tastic shapes of cold iron as the waters left. Street cars and cottages that had 
been wrecked, but not disintegrated, floated in the streets, and despairing men, 
swimming for safety, clambered upon them and clung. 

That part of the city which is on the highest ridge of the island and is called

to utter ruin. 

It is as if that section from Market street to Franklin avenue and from Third 
Street to Fourteenth street in St. Louis should be visited by a storm that tore 
away a root here, a housefront there, inundated all the low sections and under- 
mined buildings so that they leaned drunkenly against each other; while North 
and South St. Louts—lighter built and more exposed to the wind and water— 
vanished utterly from the sight of men. Only the trunk remains, bruised, gashed, 
bleeding; the limbs are gone. 

Vessels in harbor, sea-going ships that were lading with cotton for New York 
and Liverpool—safe after many a contest with storm, gale and hurricane, ships 
that had rounded the world—snapped cables, and, driving with immpepeenate 
speed and force, beached high, and beyond hope of ever floating again. — : 

With every wreck of ship, of house or hopefully launched raft there was 
death—quick as the slash of a headsman’s ax, certain as the coming of sorrow,

Eight persons, who were swept across the 
bay during the storm, were picked up there alive. Five corpses were also picked up. 


GRAVES ARE GIVING 
UP THEIR DEAD. 


There Were three fatalities in Texas City. 
which the storm cast up at Texas City, caskets and coffins from one of the ceme- 
teries at Galveston were being fished outof the water there yesterday. 

In the southeast portion of the city two liarge brick buildings, one 
Knapp Bros. and the other by the cotton exchange saloon, collapsed. in 
exchange saloon were about fifteen persons. Most of them escaped. 

The cotton mills, the bagging factory, the gas works, the electric light works and 
mearly all the industrial establishments of the city are either wrecked or crippled. 

The flood left a slime about one inch deep over the whole city, and unless fast prog- 
ress is made in burying corpses and carcasses of animals there is danger of pestilence.

NEW YORK, Sept. 11.—The steamer Qou- 
isiana, in command of Capt. T. P. Ha.sey, 
from New Orleans, with 30 passengers on 
board, has. arrived here with a story of a 
conflict with the hurricane that wrecked 
the City of Galveston. She left New Or- 
leans on Sept. 5, passing over the bar at 4:30 
p. m. She was hardly over the bar before 
Capt. Halsey received warning from several 
quarters of the proximity of the hurricane. 
Storm signals were fiying at Port Eads; the 
wind was blowing hard from  east-north- 
east, and the barometer stood at 28.7. Not- 
ing the signs of approaching danger, Capt.

The next day the 
wind had increased, and the sea was run- 
ning much higher. A gale broke upon the 
ship from the northeast, and the barometer 
continued to fall.

SENT TO PEKIN 


Transmits Copy of His Order 


Signed By the Emperor. 


DIRECTED TO 
ARRANGE FOR PEACE. 


WANTS SAFE JOURNEY GUARAN- 
TEED TO HIM. 


Minister Wu Will Ask That Passage 
Be Furnished Him on United 
States Gunboat to the 
Imperial City. 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 11.—Minister Wu 
has reported a cable dispatch from Earl 
IA Hung Chang, giving an imperial edict, 
signed by the Emperor, directing him to 
proceed immediately to Pekin and there 
to co-operate with Prince Ching toward 
peace negotiations, and a settlement of all 
war difficulties. 

The edict is dated Aug. 27. Accordingly 


‘Li Hung CHang asks that the powers co- 


operate in affording him personal protec- 
tion and facilitating his journey. 

He probably will leave Shanghal at once, 
going by sca. Sir Robert Hart, imperial 
minister of customs, has been asked to pro- 
cure steamer accommodations for the trip. 

Minister Wu will probably ask that a 
United States gunboat be designated for 
Earl Li's use. 


CHING ALSO COMMISSIONED 


LONDON, Sept. 11.—The officials of the 
Chinese legation decline to make public the 
text of the imperial decree commanding the 
opening of peace negotiations, but say the 
document appoints Prince Ching, head of 
the Tsung Li Yamen, a plenipotentiary, as 
wellas Li Hung Change. It was added that 
it had been suggested that Liu Kun Yi, the 
viceroy of Nankin, and Chang Chi ung, 
the viceroy of Hankow, would also be ap- 
pointed, but the decree does not mention 
them. 


THEY WILL STAY IN PEKIN 
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Germany and England Want Their In- 
demnities, but Japan Is Willing 
to Withdraw. 


LONDON, Sept. 11.—A special dispatch 
from Berlin says that Great Britain and 
Germany have agreed not to evacuate Pe- 
kin until full satisfaction for the recent 
outrages has been obtained. 


LONDON, Sept. 11.—The Toklo correspon- 
dent of the Times, wiring Sept. 8 says: 
“Japan has replied that she will not 
object to the withdrawal vf her minister 
from Pekin end to the other measures rec- 


ommended by the concert of powers and, 
since her geographical position enables the 
prompt adoption of the necessary military 
measures, she is willing to withdraw su- 
perfluous troops. 

“According to trustworthy rumors, Rus- 
sia is preparing to winter 15,000 troops at 
Chih Pi.’’ 


THE OREGON IS AT SHANGHAI 


Department Has Also News of Arrivel 
of First Cavalry, Diverted From 
China at Manila. 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 11.—The navy de- 
partment has been informed of the arrival 
of the battleship Oregon at Woo Sung. The 
department was also advised of the arrival 
at Shanghai from Chefoo of the gunboat 
Nashville. Woo Sung is the port of Shang- 
hai and here the Oregon will remain as her 
draft will not permit of her going to 


Shanghal. 

The war department has been informed 
of the arrival of the transport Garrone at 
Manila on the 7th instant with eight troops 
of the First Cavalry aboard. These troops 
were originally intended for service in Cnhi- 
na, and were among the first to be diverted 
to the Philippines in accordance with the 
department's decision to send no more 
troops to Taku. 


ITALY’S PLAN

REAL FISHING ThlS 


BLACK SEA BASS OUT ON ‘THE 
PACIFIC, 


SPORT WORTH TALKING ABOUT. 


Sometimes It Takes Hours to Land a 
Fish After He Has Been Hooked— 
Bass That Weighed 240 Pounds. 


PAMONA, Cal., Sept. 11.—The season of 
angling for jewfish on the coast of Sourh- 
ern California is at its height. Hundreds 
of people at the seashore resorts, and es- 
peciaily at Santa Catalina island, are en- 
gaged in the sport. Among the anglers are 
a score cf men from New York and New 
England, who have come across the con- 
tinent a'most solely to seek jewfish. 

The tiack sea bass, scientifically called 
stereolenis gigas, is better known up and 
down the Pacific coast as the jewfish. 

Catching a jewfish Is an experience that 
is well worth traveling a lorg distance 
to attain. The fish is a cousin of the black 
bass of eastern waters and looks like it, 
though its enormous size makes it a cari- 
cature of its pugnacious and juicy relative. 
It has all the game qualities of the black 
bass. The most common mode of capturing 
the fewfish at Catalina island is with a 
rowboat, acompanied by one or two com- 


panions, for when a jewfish is hooked it re- 
quires one man to manage the oars, and 
one or two men to manipulate the line. It 
is often the work of an hour or more to sub- 
due a iewfish. and there have been instances 
where a rowboat has been upset by one of 
these fish. The hook most generally used 
is seven inches long and made of tough 
steel of the diameter of common telegraph 
wire. It is fastened to the line by a copper 
wire two feet long on a swivel. The line is 
as heavy as an ordinary clothesline and 
made of the finest linen threads. Most fish-

'The bait is a two-pound Spanish macherel, 
or. better still. a chunk of cheap and odor- 
iferous beef or pork.

‘feet in the watér. The other end of the line 
having been securely tied to the bottom of 
‘the craft. the fishermen may sit and smoke 
and give themselves over to meditation. 
Suddenly there comes a tremendous tug 
on the end of the line, tne line begins to 
run out, and the angler finds himself en- 
gaged in an exciting struggle. The oat is 
, towed about by the fish sometimes half a 
mile at a time. Then, when there are indi- 
cations that the jewfish is wearying of his 
tow. the line is allowed to run out some 
2 or 300 feet more. Then for a second 
time the Hine is grasped. The fish starts 
off again and tries by many tricks to re- 
gain its liLerty. When at length there are 
indications that the fish has been tired,

Crowds do collect at the ‘“regulation’’ 
fence not to see falls, but to admire the 
way in which crack steeplechasers carry 
from 140 to 175 pounds over the big ‘‘jump.”’ 
Another thing, steeplechase courses are not 
built in a haphazard fashion, such as his ar- 
ticle would lead one to belleve. On the con- 
trary, they have to be laid out strictly ac- 
cording to the regulations of the ‘‘National 
liunt Committee,’’ whose inspector must 
give a certificate that they are perfectly 
fafe, and not traps, before they can be 
raced over. There has not been six days’ 
consecutive racing on any course in Ireland 
for the past 70 years. Three days at the 
Curragh is the longest meeting. 

To show you how considerate of the thor- 
oughbred Irish racing officials are, there has 
not been a heat race in Ireland for 35 years. 
Only that it would occupy too much of your 
space | would give a description of what an 
Irish regulation steeplechase course is.

Later Kelly met McCoy in Corbett's place 
and told him to his face he had thrown the 
fight to Corbett. McCoy made a bluff of re- 
tg the accusation, but really did noth- 
ng. 

The statements of Mrs. Corbett and Mrs. 
McCoy, to the effect that McCoy and Cor- 
bett had rehearsed their recent meeting 
and that McCoy had agreed to !ose the fight. 
came in corroboration of all that was said 
about their battle a week ago, and proves 
beyond question that the fight was a fake 
pure and simple. 

The disclosure means that boxing in and 
around New York has descended to the gut- 
ter, and that all hope of the New York Leg- 
islature ever again opening the gates to the 
boxers has vanished forever.

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BRISK FIRE AT 
FUR COURTS 


Building Threatened With 
Destruction. 


JAIL PANIC WAS AVERTED. 


OLD BUILDING FLOODED WITH 
WATER. 


Considerable Excitement Prevailed for 
a Time, but the Fire Department 
Acted Promptly and Four 
Courts Saved. 


Fire was discovered on the top floor of the 
’ Four Courts building shortly before 
o'clock Tuesday morning, and for a few 
minutes thereafter excitement prevailed 
throughout the old building at Twelfth and 
Clark avenue. 

Alarms were promptly sounded, however, 
and in less than 30 minutes the blaze had 
been extinguished. Meanwhile the various 


officials had quieted the several hundred 
prisoners in the jail with the information 
that the fire was of no importance and a 
_ panic was fortunately averted. 

About $2000 damage to the building result- 
ed from the blaze, but the loss was princi- 
pally due to water. 

The fire started under the roof on the 
outh side of the eastern wing of the build- 
ng, directly above the grandjury rooms. It 
burned downward into these rooms: Smoke 
issuing from the door of the apartment used 
~ 68 the grandjury witness room attracted 
the attention of Edward Leibick, a small 
boy who was passing through the corridor. 
hie ran te the office of Assistant Prosecut- 
ing Attorney Johnson and gave the alarm. 
Mr. Johnson's son,. Taylor, notified the fire 
department at once. 

Before the engines responded Col. John- 
s0n and other officials unfastened the hose 
from the reels on the third floor of the 
Four Ceurts and ran the line into the grand- 

ury room. Fire extinguishers were also 
rought into play. 

They had barely been put into service 
when. .Chief Swingley and his firemen ar- 
rived and ran several lines of hose up the 
broad staircase in the center of the build- 
ing to the scene of the blaze. They poured 
volumes of water on the burning strip ot 
roof and quenched the fire in short order. 

Then the-firemen were put to work sweep- 
ing the water out of the grandjury rooms 
into the corridor of the third floor and then 
down the broad staircase to the street be- 
low. This unique spectacle attracted hun- 
dreds of curious people to the Four Courts, 
but policemen were stationed on the first 
floor to prevent-them climbing up. 

Judge Spencer's courtroom, on the sec- 
ond floor, wus flooded. It was not in ses- 
sion when the fire occurred. On the oppo- 
site side of the hall Judge Clark was just 
about to open court when the alarm of fire 
rang. Ue adjourned court summarily and 
allowed the jurors and witnesses to. volun- 
teer as fire-fighters. 

There were 2 prisoners, including two 
women, in the ‘‘cage’’ at the time, and they 
became frightened when the announcement 
of ‘“fire’’ was made. Some of them pleaded 
to be taken out, but the deputy sheriffs as- 
sured them there was no danger. 

When Jailer Huebler heard the alarm he 
told the jail guards there was no danger. He 
gays his prisoners did not become alarmed. 
Chief Desmond sent a similar message to 
the prisoners in the holdover. 

As a result of the fire the holdover will 
be lighted by candles Tuesday night. When 
Supervisor of Electric Lighting O'Reilly 
,heard of. the fire he cut the wires on the 
*east wing of the building. The jafl ts light- 
ed by are lights and will not be inconven- 
fenced in this fashion. 

The exact cause of the fire is not known. 
There is an impression in some quarters 
that it was caused by the crossing of two 
electric wires. Another theory is that the 
blaze might have been caused by a spark 
from the small oven carried by a party of 
tinners who were at work repairing the root, 
A Card.

Ex-Citizen of Galveston Scans 
the Death List. 


MANY WERE ~~ PROMINENT. 


EXPECTION THAT THE LIST WILL 
INCREASE. 


L. E. Hill, Formerly City Editor of the 
Galveston Tribune, Explains the 
Situation of the Storm- 
Wrecked City. 


L. E. Hill, manager for the John T. Mil- 
liken Chemical Manufacturing Co., who was 
formerly the city editor of the Galveston 
Tribune, and who is a native of that city, 
stated to the Post-Dispatch Tuesday morn- 
ing that, from what he knew of the storm 
at Galveston, it was no doubt the most ter- 
rible calamity that has ever occurred in this 
country. He anticipates that when the full 
reports are received from the ill-fated city 


the lists of the killed and injured will be 
appalling. He says: 

‘The city is situated upon Galveston is 
land. ‘This is really nothing more or less 
than a narrow sandbar that runs northeast 
and southwest. To the leeward is Galves- 
ton bay, stretching 35 miles inland. This 
contains an immense body of water, as any- 
one will realize, and the only communica- 
tion it has with the gulf is at either end 
of the island, where the straits are very 
narrow. Through these the water runs 
with terrifice force when the tide rises and 
falls. This is alsOd increased by the jetties 
that have been built to deepen the chan- 
nel. 

“When the hurricane reached Galveston 
it forced the water into the bay, banking 
it up behind the city, and when the storm 
recurved, ths water was forced back. The 
channels were. too narrow to admit it 
through in the, regular way, and besides, 
the gulf is higher than the city, so the water 
was driven across the island. 

“When I consider that this occurred at 
night,.I marvel that a soul escaped to tell 
the tale. The island, éxcept for a railroad 
~~ a has no connection with the main- 
and. 

‘There is another fact that I think was 
largely responsible for the great number 
of deaths that undoubtedly were due to fall- 
ing houses. The soil of the island is sandy, 
most of the buildings are frame, and no 
foundations are dug very deep, so that when 
the waters swept over the island they went 
down like houses of cards. When the wa- 
ters from the bay were sweeping over the 
island and met those of the gulf banked up 

the opposite side, it caused currents 
rushed in every direction. 
. Hill had many friends among those 
reported killed and injured.

THREATENED. 


MOUNTAIN IS IN ERUPTION. 


Heat Is Intense, Lurid Light Burns, 
and Stream of Lava Is Creeving 
Down on Fated Town. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

PARKERSBURG, W. Va., Sept. 11.—The 
little town of Harman, in Randolph County, 
is threatened with destruction by the lava 
from a small but active volcano. The 
town is at the foot of a mountain which 
was supposed to be peaceful. 

Owing to the increasing heat and con- 
tinued threatening no one can get close 
enough to examine the nature of the erup- 
tion, but telescopes show that a mass of 
lava is creeptng down toward the town, 
half a mile away. 

At night a lurid lHght shines from the 
mountain top, lighting the country for 
miles, and the heat is intense. 


Hundreds of persons are encamped on the 
neighboring hills to watch the volcano, 
which was first noticed several weeks ago, 
— has been increasing in size and ac- 
tivity. 


ASPIRED TO BE PIRATES 


Clever Americans Put Into Nome With 
30 Russian Soldiers Who Were 
About to Take Their Vessel. 


SEATTLE, Wash., Sept. 10.—The steamer 
Samoa left Nome for the Siberian cvast 
early in August with men and material for 
the operation of a concession in Russian 
territory secured by London capitalists. 
The expedition was in charge of George D. 
Roberts, and he had associated with him a 
Russian civil engineer named Dadouned- 
vitch. The force included 30 Russians, who 
had been engaged as laborers, and six 
Americans. 

Shortly after the vessel put to sea the 
30 laburers began to act in a manner that 
aroused the suspicion of the Americans, 
and the uneasiness was augmented by the 
alleged diseovery that the Russians, with 
the exception of the civil engineer, were all 
Cossack soldiers. Roberts put a watch upon 
them, and, on learning what he believed to 
be a plot to seize the vessel and maroon 
or murder the Americans, he decided upon 
a plan of action. One night when the 
Russians were asleep the boat was turned 
about and headed for Nome. Upon the ar- 
rival of the vessel Roberts informed the 
local military forces of the affair and a 
squad of soldiers was at once sent out to 
the boat and placed in charge of the Rus- 
Sians. The affair will be thoroughly sifted.

PORTLAND, Me., Sept. 11.—Returns from 
240 towns and plantations, out of 312, in the 
state give Hill 54,648, Lord 30,252. 

The same places four years ago gave 
Powers (Rep.) 60,574 and Frank (Dem.) 24,- 
734. 

This shows’a Republican loss of 11 per 
cent and a Democratic gain of 18 per cent. 


The Republican vote has probably fallen 
off 10 per cent on average for the whole 
state from that of four years ago, while 
the Democratic gain is possibly 18 per cent 
for the whole state.
